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LEAGUE COUNCIL HEARING 
ON ITALIAN-ETHIOPIAN

PARIS, July 25. 
HE Foreign Office an- 
Thouncea tonight that the 
League of Nations Council 
would meet July 31, to consider 
the Italian-Ethiopian crisis. 


GENEVA, July 25.—A new 
note, again requesting urgent- 
ly a sessions of the Council of 
the League of Nations, was 
received from Ethiopia today a 
short time after the publica- 
tion of the Italian note blam- 
ing Ethiopia for the breakdown 
in efforts at conciliation. 

The Ethiopian note protested 
against Italy’s actions and de- 
clared that the Council should 
discuss . the Italian-Ethiopian 
dispute in its entirety. 

The Italian note said Italy 
was led to communicate with 
the League because the time 
limit expires today for the work 
of the four conciliators who re- 
cently met at Scheveningen, 
the Netherlands. | 

Premier Mussolini's Govern- | 
ment insisted that conciliation 
was interrupted there “solely 
owing to the fact that the agent 
of the Ethiopian Government 
put forth claims to be discussed 
at Scheveningen on questions 
excluded by the _ arbitration 
agreement.” 

The Italian note also said 
that the Rome Government, on 
July 23, had instructed its Min- 
ister at Addis Ababa to notify 
Ethiopia of Italy's intention to 
proceed with arbitration of.the 
dispute, and to ask Ethiopia 
whether it intended to adhere 
to the arbitration agreement.

The pay- 
ments covered a wide range of ser- 
vices, including advertising, radio 
broacasts and “advice and assist- 
ance.” 

The Texas Weekly, published in 
Dallas, has vigorously opposed the 
Wheeler-Rayburn holding company 
bill.

The lawyer said that 
after the committee questioned Car- 
penter yesterday about giving a 
Congressman “something in a cigar 
box,” Worsham went to see Patton.

Carpenter’s Sunday Drive. 


Carpenter couldn’t remember yes- 
terday where he was or what he 
was doing the Sunday before the 
House voted on the “death sen- 
tence.” Today he said his wife re- 
minded him they were driving all 
day in Virginia. Worsham quoted 
Patton as saying the Patton family 
was in Annapolis that day. 

Worsham said Patton did not re- 
call gettin gany cigars from Car- 
penter’s room.

Worsham admitted that he had 
frequently appeared at the State 
Capitol in opposition to bills pro- 
viding for regulation.

Fred Attwenger, a janitor, shot 
and wounded his landlord, Frank 
Laumann, and killed himself late 
yesterday after he had been told to 
vacate his room at 2739 Geyer ave- 
nue because he had not paid his 
rent. 

Laumann, a sheet metal worker, 
3223. Michigan avenue, was shot in 
the abdomen. He told police he 
had taken Attwenger’s pistol from 
him several months ago when the 
roomer threatened him, but had re- 
turned it. 


During a period of unemploy- 
ment, Attwenger’s bill for room rent 
grew to $65 and since he found a 
job a month ago he had paid only 
$6. Unable to make further col- 
lections, Mrs. Catherine Davis, Lau- 
mann’s step-daughter who operates 
the rooming house which is owned 
by him, asked his help yesterday. 

Going to Attwenger’s room on the 
third floor which he had occupied 
for five years, Laumann told him 
he must pay his rent or move and 
suggested that he might find quar- 
ters at the hotel where he was em- 
ployed. Apparently agreeing with 
the proposal, Laumann told police, 
Attwenger turned with the remark 
he would pack his trunk. 

Opening the trunk, Laumann re- 
lated, Attwenger seized his pistol 
and fired one shot at him. The 
landlord fled down the stairs, and 
aS an ambulance was being called 
another shot was heard. 

Police found Attwenger’s body on 
the floor of his room, his left hand 
holding the pistol from which a bul- 
let had been fired into the left side 
of his head.

Harriet Chesebrough of Asbury 
Park, widow of Robert Chese- 
brough, millionaire vaseline manu- 
facturer, asked the New Jersey 
Court of Chancery yesterday for 
an acconuting of her husband’s es- 
tate, estimated by her at more than 
$75,000,000. She said she was des- 
titute. 

She charged her husband’s father, 
Robert A. Chesebrough, now dead, 
and his uncle, William H. Chese- 
brough Jr., “fraudulently and fe- 
loniously” opened her husband’s 
vault a’ the time of his death in 
London, in 1910, and converted $4,- 
500,000 of his securities to their own 
use. She told the court only $12,642 
of her husband’s estate had been 
accounted for, the interest on which 
was insufficient to provide for even 
her “smalest needs.”

Soldiers with bayonets on their 
rifles met with resistance when they 
tried to disperse a crowd of 3000 
persons milling about Twelve Points, 
a business district in the industrial 
section near the Columbian plant, 
last night. Tear gas bombs finally 
broke up the gathering, which is 
forbidden by Gov. McNutt’s procla- 
mation of military rule. 


Woman Resists Guardsman. 


One injury was reported. «Mrs. 
Edward MacBeth, 33 years old, 
seized a soldiers bayonet when he 
ordered her to move on and was 
severely cut on the hands, Arrest 
of 11 persons brought the total de- 
tained by the troops since the strike 
started to 180. 

Guard officers immediately or- 
dered all beer taverns to close and 
directed the soldiers to enforce the 
regulation against assemblage. Col. 
Albert H. Whitcomb, second in com- 
mand, said 500 to 600 guardsmen 
were on duty and added, “Il do not 
anticipate the removal of more 
troops unless things quiet down 
considerably.” 

Private armed guards, whose 
presence in the Columbian plant led, 
union leaders said, to the calling 
of the general strike Monday, re- 
mained at their posts on the com- 
pany property. Strikers’ demands 
for their removal constituted one of 
the points which Federal Concilia- 
tors Charles L. Richardson of Wash- 
ington and Harry E. Scheck of Chi- 
cago sought to settle in their me- 
diation conferences. 

The conciliators said they believed 
the conferences might be more suc- 
cessful after “the excitement has 
died down.” Thomas N. Taylor, 
American Federation of Labor or- 
ganizer, said the union representa- 
tives “are all ready to meet with 
the Columbian officers.” 


Most Sympathizers Back on Job. 


Most of the thousands of union 
workers who participated in the la- 
bor “holiday” that tied up transpor- 
tation and delivery service and 
closed retail stores had returned to 
work. Factories and business houses 
resumed nearly normal activity. 

Brigadier-General D. Wray De- 
prez, in command of the troops, said 
city and county officials had re- 
quested that adequate guard pro- 
tection be maintained and that mili- 
tary rule would be continued until 
the situation eased.

OF STANDARD OIL DIES 


Millionaire Succumbs in Hos- 
pital at Souhampton, N. Y, 
—Ili Since October.

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y., July 25. 
~—Col. Henry Huddleston Rogers, 
who inherited one of the large for- 
tunes made in the Standard Oil 
Companies, died today at the South- 
ampton Hospital. He had been in 
ill health since last October. 

Col. Rogers, who was 55 years 
old, was taken to the hospital two 


days ago from his Southampton 
summer home for a blood transfu- 
sion. His condition steadily grew 
worse yesterday and last night. 

The son of the late H. H. Rog- 
ers, a vice-president of the Stan- 
dard Oil Cumpanies for years and 
a chief aid of John D. Rockefeller 
in the development of the business. 
Col. Rogers was ill with pneumonia 
last October. 

Last May, he was operated on at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital in Balti- 
more and was taken to his summer 
place to convalesce. 

Col. Rogers was born in New 
York City in December, 1879. He 
was graduated from Columbia Uni- 
versity in 1901. As an officer in 
the New York Militia, he became 
a Colonel of Artillery in 1913. Dur- 
ing ghe Mexican expedition in 1916, 
he commanded the Third New York 
Field Artillery and was with that 
regiment in action in France. The 
Governments of France and _ the 
United States decorated him. He 
successfully was vice-president and 
general manager of the Atlantic 
Coast Electric Railway, president 
of the Richmond Light & Railroad 
Co. and vice-president of the Vir- 
ginia Railway Co. 

His domestic difficulties frequent- 
ly put him in the public light. 
Added to them were those of his 
daughter, Millicent, whose marriage 
to the Austrian Count Salm von 
Hoogstraten, 10 years ago, their 
separation and divorce, was of wide 
interest. 

Col. Rogers’ first marriage to the 


ond to Mrs. Basil Miles both ended 
in divorce. His third wife was Mrs. 
Pauline Van Der Voort Dresser, 
descendant of several colonial New 
England families. 

His daughter, after divorcing 
Count Salm, married Arturo Peralta 
Ramos, Argentine millionaire. 

Besides the widow and Mrs. Ra- 
mos, a son, Henry H. Rogers Jr., 
and three grandchildren survive.

$52,002 VERDIT 
AUAINST SAYMAN 


Jury Finds for Bishop M.Craw- 
ford in Suit Charging 
Slander. 


A verdict fcr damages totaling 
$52,002 was returned against T. M. 
Sayman, 8l-year-old soap and pat- 
ent medicine manufacturer, in fa- 
vor of Bishop M. Crawford, widely 
known trapshooter, by a jury at 
Clayton yesterday. 

Crawford, who instituted a $200,- 
000 slander suit, was granted $12,- 
500 punitive damages on each of 


four coumts. Actual damages of 
$1000 were awerded on each of two 
counts and of $1 on each of the 
other two. The jury deliberated 
four hours and 35 minutes. 

Sayman listened quietly as Cir- 
cuit Judge McElhinney read the 
verdict. He conferred in a low 
tone with his attorneys who -sub- 
sequently announced am appeal 
would be taken. It was the first 
major set-back Sayman has re- 
ceived in a long series of various 
litigations. 

History of the Case. 

The suit, which came to trial 
Monday, was the outgrowth of de- 
rogatory remarks alleged to have 
been made by Sayman about Craw- 
ford when the trapshooter was op- 
erating the now defunct Hunter's 
Country Club at Bellefontaine and 
St. Cyr roads, St. Louis County, 
near Sayman’s farm. 

Sayman became acquainted with 
Crawford in 1922 when he was run- 
ning a small trapshooting park. 
He financed Crawford in the pur- 
chase of the 35-acre club tract, but 
ultimately foreclosed on the prop- 
erty for about $23,000. When the 
club failed to make momey their 
friendship cooled, testimony 
showed. 

The verdict was based on re- 
marks attributed to Sayman in 1932 
and 1933 when Crawford's notes 
were in arrears. The $1000 actual 
damages were allowed because of 
conversations with Hunters’ Club 
employes at the club in 1933 when 
Sayman accused Crawford of “beat- 
ing him out of his money” and re- 
ferred to a walkathon under way 
there as “a fake show to chisel the 
public.”

‘GUESS’ ON REVENUE 
$200,000,000 A YEAR 


Tentative Measure Provides 
Levies on Gifts and Ex- 
cess Profits—13 1-4 to 
14 1-4 Pct. Schedule for 


Corporations. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—A ten- 
tative agreement on a new tax bill 
to raise $200,000,000 a year was 
reached today by House Ways and 
Means Committee Democrats. The 
agreement did not include the in- 
tér-corporation dividend tax pro 
posed by President Roosevelt. 
The measure would levy heavier 
taxes on all individual incomes ex- 
ceeding $150,000, on inheritances of 
more than $50,000 left to close rela- 
tives, on profits made by a corpora- 
tion in excess of 8 or 10 per cent 
on its capital, and on corporation 
income. The decision to include the 
last was regarded as a partial vic- 
tory for Roosevelt, who proposed 
that the present flat 13% per cent 


tax on all corporation income be 
replaced with a graduated levy 
ranging from 10% to 16% per cent, 

Chairman Doughton of the com- 
mittee said that the range “prob- 
ably will be much narrower than 
that—maybe from 13% to 1444.” 

He said that the Democrats had 
decided not to include an increase 
in the.present one-tenth of 1 per 
cent tax on capital stocks, 


The Proposed Rates. 


The inheritance tax rates would 
begin at 4 per cent on the first 
$10,000 in excess of exemptions and 
reach 75 per cent of that part of an 
inheritance over $10,000,000. 

The maximum rate on individual 
incomes exceeding $10,000,000 would 
be 75 per cent. It is 59 per cent 
at present. The new rates would be 
in addition to the existing “normal” 
tax of 4 per cent which applies 
to the first $4000 of every taxable 
income. 

After the Democrats had met for 
more than two hours, Doughton 
issued a statement, saying: 

“We have tentatively agreed to 
have a surtax rate provision start- 
ing at $150,000 with graduated 
rates up to 75 per cent of net in- 
comes over $10,000,000. 

“We expect to have a graduated 
corporation income tax under very 
narrow limits of graduation. 

“We expect to impose a mod:2r- 
ate excess-profits tax. 

“We expect to have an inheri- 
tance tax graduated up to 75 per 
cent on inheritances over $10,000, 
000,with $50,000 exemption. 

“We expect to have a gift tax at 
about three-fourths the rates 
the inheritance tax.” 


“Guess” as to Revenue. 


He personally expressed the 
“guess” that the bill would raise 
in the neighborhood of $200,000,- 
000 a year in revenue. 

The plan is to put the things 
agreed on in bill form as soon «as 
possible, so the measure can re 
considered by the full committee 
early next week, 

Doughton has told Senator Har- 
rison, chairman of the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, that the tenta- 
tive bill would be ready by Mon- 
day, but today there seemed doubt 
of that.

COLUMBIA, Mo., July 25.—A 
grand jury investigation into the 
fatal shooting of Mrs. Eula North- 
cutt, 38-year-old wife of the Boone 
County Superintendent of Schools, 
here July 3, is asked for in the ver- 
dict returned today at a Coroner's 
inquest. 

On the suggestion of Prosecuting 
Attorney William H. Sapp of Boone 
County, a Coroner’s jury made that 


recommendation following an in- 
quest into the death of Mrs. North- 
cutt. 

The Coroner’s jury, returning an 
open verdict, found that Mrs. North- 
cutt “came to her death at her 
home in Columbia, Mo., from the ef- 
fect of a bullet wound in the head.” 

“In keeping with the recommen- 
dation of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney,” the jury added, “we recom- 
mend that all the facts connected 
with the killing of Eula Northcutt 
be submitted to the grand jury, 
which will be convened at the Octo- 
ber term, 1935, of the Boone County 
Circuit Court.” 

Officers, still convinced Mrs. 
Northcutt was murdered, are nev- 
ertheless, without any more evi- 
dence pointing to a motive or a 
murderer than they were the day 
the crime was committed. 

Lieut. Frank Fenton, in charge 
of hte investigation for the Co- 
lumbia Police Department, assert- 
ed‘ "We believe by presenting the 
case to the grand jury we will be 
able to bring more pressure on 
some witnesses and obtain infor- 
mation which is being withhedl 
from us now.” 

At the inquest Velpo Whitesides, 
un dertaker; Dr. M. Pinson Neal, 
University of Missouri pathologist 
and autopsy surgeon, and Mrs. 
Robert Simpson, across the street 
neighbor of the Northcutts, testi- 
fied to already well known details 
concernin gthe killing. 

Mrs. Northcutt’s body, lying half 
way out of the front door of her 
home and with a bullet wound di- 
rectly on top of the head, was 
found by her husband, Charles 
Northcutt, 46 years old, when ne 
returned home for lunch about 
12:30 o’clock on the afternoon of 
July 3.

Barker, has obtained a court order 
authorizing him to sell the stocks in 
the brokerage account at A. G. Ed- 
wards & Son. Another order au- 
thorized the receiver to rent what 
space he may need in the quarters 
formerly occupied by the Kattel- 
man company for $50 a month. 

Kattelman, who has attended none 
of the court proceedings in which 
his company has been involved dur- 
ing the past month, appeared to be 
at ease and in good humor. He de- 
clined to make any statement about 
his company’s affairs. 

The owner of the company failed 
to appear before Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy Plowman yesterday for ex- 
amination by his creditors, as he 
had been ordered to do by Federal 
Judge Moore.

FOR GORN-HOG CONTROL 


‘Agricultural Officials Hope to 
Eliminate Arbitrary Pro- 
duction Quotas. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 25. — Con- 
“wineed a corn-hog program will be 
needed in 1936 to avoid low prices, 
agriculture officials already are 
studying proposals by which they 


hope to eliminate arbitrary produc- 
tion quotas. | 

Claude Wickard, chief of the. 
corn-hog section, said today the 
farm Administration was looking 


into the possibility of working out 
a “historical base,” that is, produc- | 
tion under normal conditions over | 
@ period of years. The object, he 
said, was to get away from arbi- 

trarily selected years as a base 
from which production is reduced, | 
to a “good farming practice base.” | 

First steps were taken in confer- 
ences this week in which Gerald | 
B. Thorne, director of the division of | 
livestock and seed grains; Wickard | 
and a@ group of aids participated. | 
T. W. Schultz, head of the depart-| 
ment of agricultural economics at 
Iowa State College, was called here 
for conferences with H. R. Tolley, 
chief of the Farm Administration's 
program planning section. 

Wickard said AAA officials rec- 
ognize many inequalities under the 
existing corn-hog program. Under 
ft, corn acreage is reduced a flat 


percentage below the average for 
the years 1932 and 1933 and hog 
production is reduced a flat per- 
centage below average production 
for the two years following Dec. 1, 
1931. The inequalities, Wickard 
said, affect farmers who did not 
plant normal corn acreage in the 
base years or did not raise hogs to 
normal capacity, and farmers whose 
hog base is out of line because of 
changing farms. (The hog base 
travels with the farmer, while the 
corn base stays with the farm.) 
Wickard said adjustments created 
@ problem because “as we increase 
some farmer’s base, we must lower 
the base of another or we lose the 
whole foundation of the program.”

WASHINGTON, July 25. -— An 
amendment to the National Defense 
Act prohibiting compulsory military 

' training in schools and colleges was 

introduced in the form of an identi- 
cal bill in the Senate and House yes- 
terday by Senator Gerald P. Nye 
(Rep.), North Dakota, and Repre- 
sentative Paul J. Kvale (F.-L.), 
Minnesota. 

Within recent years there have 
been numerous protests against 
compulsory military training, par- 
ticularly in state universities oper- 
ating ‘under land grant provisions 
from the Federal Government. Both 
Nye and Kvale, in a_ statement, 
claimed that the amendment would 
make no difference in the number 
of graduates receiving commis- 
sions as reserve officers because 
only those students who go beyond 
the compulsory first two years of 
drill and take the advanced milli- 
tary course are commissioned. 

“At the present time,” Nye said, 
“928 schools and colleges maintain 
military training units under Sec- 
tion 40 of the defense act. In 73 
of these cadets are now being eén- 
rolled on a voluntary basis, while 
37 others are listed as being essen- 
‘tially military schools. None of 
these units will be touched by the 
bills introduced by Mr. Kvale and 
myself.

A mission <f 
monks, acompanied by four sooth- 
sayers, is on the way from Lhasa 
to the Holy Kali Lake where they 
expect to see, mirrored in its wa- 
ters, the present home of the baby 
who will be the supreme ruler of 
Buddhism’s 150,800,000 followers. 

The last Dalai Lama died in De- 
cember, 1933. Since then giant 
prayer-wheels in the Pota-La pal- 
ace in the Forbidden City of Lhasa 
have been spinning as the wise 
men prepared for their search for 
his successor. 

Plentifully supplied with gold to 
protect them against corruption, 
the mission will visit 300 homes 
scattered throughout Tibet whence 
claims have come that the young 
son of the house was born at the 
exact moment that the old Dalai 
Lama died. The exact moment 
of birth is important, for Tibetans 
believe the Dalai Lama’s soul en- 
ters into the body of some new- 
born baby at the instant of death.

THOUSANDS CALL FOR AID 
IN CHINESE FLOOD AREA 


Two-Thirds of Hupeh Province 
Said to Be Affected By 
Yangtze Overflow. 

NANKING, China, July 25.—Ur- 
gent appeals for relief reached the 
National Government today from 
thousands of destitute flood refu- 
gees in Central and North China. 

Gov. Chang Chung of MHupeh, 
hardest hit of all the Yangtze Riv- 
er provinces, reported that two- 
thirds of his province, or 46,009 
square miles, was affected by the 
floods. Plagues and banditry added 
to the troubles in that province of 
28,000,000 persons. 

Although semi-official quarters 
estimated Hupeh’s dead at 200,000, 
foreign relief workers discounted 
this estimate, asserting this figure 
probably would cover the loss of 
life in the entire Yangtze River 
valley.

Peasants Trying to Oust 
City Officials Disband 
When Federal Troops Go 
to Mayor’s Aid.

MATAMOROS, Tamaulipas, Mex., 
July 25.—The tension of the agra- 
rian uprising in Tamaulipas was 
believed to be eased today. A forge 
of several hundred peasants who 
had besieged Matamoros for two 
days in an effort to force resigna- 
tion of city officials disbanded late 
yesterday. 

Also, word was received from 
Mexico, D. F., that President Carde- 
nas had promised a full investiga- 
tion of complaints against Gov. 
Rafael Villarreal. 

Villarreal expressed the belief he 
would be able to “dominate the sit- 
uation.” He made the statement 
last night at Tampico where work- 
ers and peasants demanded his re- 
moval. The Tampico Municipal 
Council also has asked for the Gov- 
ernor’s removal on the grounds that 
it was unable to work with him. 
The agrarians who had threat- 
ened to use force in evicting Mayor 
Rafael Munguia C. of Matamoros 
and other city officials, started dis- 
banding after Federal troops and 
city police deployed about the ad- 
ministration building. 

Mayor Munguia said he did not 
expect further trouble. 

“T refused to be intimidated and 
held to my authority and, upon be- 
ing assisted by Federal forces, no 
further trouble was threatened,” he 
said, adding that President Carde- 
nas had advised him not to give up 
control. 

In addition to facing machine 
guns, the rebels were running short 
of food. 

The peasant uprising was cele- 
brated in Mexico, D. F., where stu- 
dents burned in effigy Tomas Gar- 
rido Canabal, overthrown dictator 
of Tabasco State and a leader in 
the anti-church movement. Garri- 
do's power was broken when Pres- 
ident Cardenas intervened to re- 
move his protege, Gov Miguel 
Lastra. 

Tabasco was reported orderly to- 
day under semi-military control. 
Gen. Aureo Calles, who is not re- 
lated to former President Plutarco 
Elias Calles, was sworn in as substi- 
tute Governor of Tabasco. 
Mayor Munguia said he received 
word from Minister of War, Gen. 
Andre Figueros, that Agrarians in 
Tamaulipas had taken the cities of 
Liera and Fuemez and forced the 
resignation of officials but that 
Federal forces had retaken the 
towns. 

Reports from Mexico, D. F., said 
peasants had overthrown municipal 
councils in nearly 20 towns in Ta- 
maulipas and had forced 14 others 
to withdraw their recognition of 
Villarreal as Governor. 

This added strength to the belief 
that Villarreal’s days in power 
were numbered. Emilio Portes Gil, 
president of the National Revolu- 
tionary (Government) party, is re- 
ported backing the movement 
against the Governor.

No Incidents Reported for 
First Time Since Disturb- 
ances Began July 12.

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, July

that have resulted in nine deaths 
and the wounding of 100 persons 


A rice July 12, told the Senate last 


night that those convicted of “hoo- 
liganism” would bear the full 
weight of the law. 

He said the disorders had stained 
the Irish Free State's honor and 
that the Government was prepared 
to use all its resources to safeguard 
the property and freedom of all its 
citizens. 

For the first time since the strife 
arose, following the Protestant 
Orangemen’s celebration of the an- 
niversary of the Battle of Boyne, 
no incidents were reported from 
Belfast. As a result, soldiers who 
have been on guard there for sev- 
eral days were withdrawn. 

Cardinal Blames Authorities. 

Cardinal Macrory said authorities 
were to blame for the original dis- 
turbances on July 12. He said they 
should not have permitted the 
Orangemen’s parade, which was fol- 
lowed by the anti-Catholic out- 
bursts in the Protestant North and 
the anti-Protestant disorders in the 
Catholic South. 

“The trouble was due partly to 
incitement to bigotry more than 
once shamelessly given by promin- 
ent members of the Northern Gov- 
ernment,” he said, “and partly to 
the neglect of the Government to

Congress and the Supreme Court. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ITH reference to your editorial, 
“The Basis of Judicial Review,” you 
take the position that there is no ques- 
tion as to the propriety of the Supreme 
Court passing @n the constitutionality of 
the laws enacted by Congress. 

While your editorial is a very able one 
and seems to clinch the position of the 
“Constitutionalists,” it yet. entirely ig- 
nores Section 2, paragraph 2, which 
states: 


“In all cases affecting Ambassadors, 
other public ministers and consuls, and 
~ those in which a state shall be party, 

the Supreme Court shall have original 
jurisdiction. In all the other cases before 
mentioned (Section 2, paragraph 1, which 

covers the laws made by Congress) the 

Supreme Court shall have appellate jur- 
isdiction both as to law and fact, with 

such exceptions and under such regula- 

tions as the Congress shall make.” 

_It would seem to me that the power 

granted Congress would be superior to 

any decisions of the Supreme Court, since 
it has a right to limit the decisions of 
the Supreme Court and that it would only 
be necessary so to state its position on 
_gny law enacted. Why Congress has not 
or does not assume this position seems 
an oddity, to say the least. 

It appears to me peculiar that we send 
to Congress 531 Representatives who are 
supposed to represent the will of the 
people and do their bidding to enact laws 
which so easily can be voided. 

Is this a democracy in which the major- 
tty rules or are we to be governed by nine 
men, who are not infallible?

_ ECALL of the legislation-obstruct- 
R ‘ing bloc of St. Louis Aldermen has 
been suggested by a contributor to your 
column, 

Mayor Dickmann is administering well- 
deserved scourging within the limits of 
the reach of his long lash, and his dis- 
ciplining should be supplemented by live- 
lier action within the board itself. A 
group of a few able Aldermen, outside the 
obstructing bloc and moved by a proper 
civic spirit, should be able to cope suc- 
cessfully with the situation. A little in- 
telligent effort within the board should 
soon force the members of the obstruct- 
ing bloc to recognize that they shall not 
function as a Soviet committee, but must 
function as members of a legislative body 
as we understand that term under our 
form of government. 


NO MORE FRANCHISES. 
Years ago, the City of St, Louis set its face reso- 
lutely against any more franchises, Mayor Kiel did 
so, Mayor Miller refused to extend the franchises 
of the street car company, A majority of the Board 
of Aldermen pledged themselves subsequently not to 
grant any more franchises, 
The experience of the city had been that franchises 
are a device of profiteers who do not so much want 
to give service as they want to sell securities, It 
was to secure franchises that the street car people 
had corrupted the old House of Delegates, In the 
case of the United Railways, securities issued as A 
consequence of franchises caused investors to lose 
$41,000,000, 
“Stop it!” erled the people. The city did stop it. 
The utilities did not need franchises. They could 
operate by permission of the city, enjoy monopolies 
in their respective fields, and be assured of a fair 
profit upon their investment by the law. This was 
the city’s answer when the street railways wanted 
their franchises extended. 
Knowing all this, what must the community think 
of the effort now being made at the City Hall to 
give the McKnab Oil & Gas Co. a franchise to bring 
natural gas into the city from a pipe line at Bowling 
Green? The company has a perfect right to come 
into the city if the Board of Aldermen and the Board 
of Public Service consent. It does not need a fran- 
chise, and it wants one only as a means of selling 
securities issued against the project. The city pro- 
poses to give the company a grant which constitutes 
property. It proposes to do this without the slightest 
chance that the people of St. Louis will be the bene- 
ficiaries. It proposes to do this with the practical 
certainty that only the promoters will be the gainers. 
We have explained several times why this is so. 
Natural gas brought to St. Louis from Bowling 
Green could not reach the people of St. Louis except 
through the distributing system owned by Laclede. 
Another pipe line is already supplying Laclede. The 
McKnab company is not going to build another dis- 
tributing system at a cost of some $11,000,000. If it 
thinks it is going to sell natural gas to Laclede, there 
is no possible assurance that it can do so. Laclede 
has a monopoly. It sells a mixture of natural and 
artificial gas. If it wanted to serve pure natural gas 
exclusively, it could buy it from the Mississippi River 
Fuel Corporation. 
We warn the city against carrying out what seems 
to be its present intention, to take St. Louis back 
into the franchise business. Franchises have been 
the cause of all our utility troubles. They have been 
an unfailing cause of corruption and high rates. The 
way out for the city is to buy out Laclede and so 
make itself free to bargain in the public interest. It 
is now trying to bargain in the interest of promoters. 
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THE CARDINALS. 
The St. Louis Cardinals are the toast of baseball. 
In eight years they won the National League pennant 
five times and the world series three times. They 
are now wrestling with the New York Giants for 
first place, though the season is but half over and 
the Cardinals usually win in the stretch. 

It is sometimes thought that baseball is failing in 
popular interest. If so, the Cardinals have found 
at least a partial remedy. They play such brilliant 
baseball that people cannot stay away. Built up | 
from the bottom upon the Cardinal farm plan, the. 
Cardinals shovel young men in at the bottom as fast | 
as old men wither at the top. This is the secret of | 
their success. Thanks to Doctors Rickey and Brea- 
don, the Cardinal farms are every day developing | 
material and safeguarding Cardinal prestige in the | 
years to come. 

This is putting baseball upon an efficiency basis. 
The late John McGraw said the Giants were trying 
with 23 men to beat the Cardinals with 350 men. He 
meant that behind the Cardinals are the farms— 
more Deans, more Medwicks, more Hallahans, more 
Pepper Martins. It is true. Not an easy system to 
build up, as more than one competitor has found. 
The Cardinals can do it.

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MR. FARLEY AND THE CIVIL SERVICE. — 

In his indictment of the Roosevelt administration, 
Amos Pinchot makes the point that “he (the Preali- 
dent) tries to set up a managed economy, which Is 
impossible without a fine, highly-trained and non- 
political civil service, but lets Farley amash the civil 
service whenever it's necessary to strengthen his po- 
litical machine.” f 

The point is well taken. Farleyism has put a 
potent weapon into the hands of the Republican 
party and has cooled the zeal of many New Deal 
supporters. If, as many political observers believe, 
there has been a decline in the President's popular- 
ity, it must be attributed in considerable degree to 
the shameless way in which the Postmaster-General 
and Democratic National Committee Chairman has 
used the patronage power to build up a political 
machine. . 

It is not too much to say, as Amos Pinchot, former 
New Deal supporter, says, that the civil service has 
been dealt a ataggering blow by Farleyism. For 
this result the President cannot escape responsibil- 
ity. Farley is his agent. He sits in his cabinet. 
In the vivid—and accurate—phrase of a recent maga- 
zine article, Farley is the President's “trigger man.” 

Mr. Pinchot says that it is idle to talk about a 
managed economy without a trained and non-politi- 
cal civil service. Of course it is. There are firm be- 
lievers in the principle of government ownership of 
the railways who would yet hesitate to embark the 
Government on that enterprise as long as the spoils 
doctrine remains the force in American politics that 
it is today. But the case for expert personnel in 
government need not rest on the hypothesis of large- 
scale public ownership. We have only to look at 
the multiplicity and intricacy of the present fune- 
tions of government to realize how imperative it is 
that the nation build up a staff of expert civil 
servants and safeguard it against political attack. 
Mr. Farley’s cynical activities in the other direction 
are serving neither the long-run interests of the 
Democratic party nor the interests of democracy.

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“BOYS, IT ALL GOES ON THE CUSTOMER’S 
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A British View of Roosevelt Tactics 


Supreme Court upset of NRA gave Roosevelt a perfect campaign issue, but one 
year early, British writer says; hence, he thinks President is urging other doubt- 
ful laws so decision in 1936 will revive debate; explains tax program as overture 
to left and “conservative radicals” of West, to prevent entry of third candidate.

HEN the Supreme Court damited the 

National Lndustrial Recovery Act as un- 

constitutional, it gave President Roose- 
velt an election issue which was perfect in 
every respect except one—that it came a 
year too soon. The President of the United 
States cannot, like the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, choose his time for a general 
election. He must wait till his four-year 
term is up, and then either retire or fight 
again, whether the political issues of the 
day favor him or not. 

It might have suited him to “go to the 
country” this autumn, putting forward as 
the main item in his policy a constitutional 
amendment either to extend the powers of 
the Federal Government over commerce or 
to curtail the powers of the Supreme Court 
over Congress. But he could not do so. 
He has to wait another 12 months before he 
can begin in earnest a campaign which can- 
not end until November, 1936. 

” . 7 

This enforced gap explains what’ seems at 
first sight his cunious strategy. If he had 
launched his campaign against the court's 
decision at once, it would have gone stale 
by the time he really needed it. So after 
one angry outburst (when he struck off the 
phrase about “going back to the days of the 
horse and buggy’) he has left the court 
alone. He has accepted a mere shadow of 
the NRA for the next year or two. But 
he has continued to press upon Congress 
bills which the Supreme Court is liable to 
declare unconstitutional on just the same 
grounds as the NRA— because they regulate 
business which is not strictly “commerce 
between the several states.” Such bills are 
the labor disputes bill, the social security 
bill (both of which Congress has accepted), 
and the Guffey bill, which would regulate 
wages and conditions in the coal industry. 

Why are these skittles being put up for 
the Supreme Court to knock down? It is 
not hard to guess. A carefully chosen test 
case, working its way up from the lower 
courts, should arrive in the Supreme Court 
in convenient time for the election. Whether 
the decision is,adverse or not, the issue—the 
same issue as today’s or yesterday’s—will be 
fresh in the popular mind. A favorable rul- 
ing will take the wind out of the Republican 
sails; an adverse ruling will give the Presi- 
dent his battle cry. 

. * * 

Another feature of the President's strat- 
egy which has puzzled some observers is his 
sudden veering to the left. Through the 
spring and early summer, the President ap- 
peared to be growing more conservative, and 
his. recent tax proposals suggested a re- 
markable shift of policy. But this change, 
too, is bound up with the main issue on 
which the next election will be fought—the 
powers of the Federai Government over 
commerce, 

He has his issue, Where is he to look for 
support on it? Acute observers in Washing 
ton believe that he looked first to business 
men. The NRA was considered primarily a 
business men’s organization, and they were 
expected to resent an enforced return to 
the “horse-and-buggy” days. Infact, the 
business men failed to respond. They had 
paid lip service to the NRA while it lived, 
and few of them were genuinely sorry to 
see it die. 


So the Presidant was driven to seek sup- 
port in a less congenial quarter. He will 
have to depend in 1936, as he did in 1932, on 
the left. He is not really comfortable there. 
He is at heart not much more radical than, 
say, Mr. Baldwin. He appears more radical 
than he is for two reasons: first, because 
his predecessors in office had the outlook 
of the average Conservative back-bench 
M. P.; secondly, because there is no Labor 
party in the United States.

If he cannot expect the support of the 
center or right center in 1936, he must draw 
the bulk of the left, and to get that he must 
make sure that there is no formidable “third 
party” candidate to the left of him. In terms 
of practical politics, he must satisfy the 
radicals of the Middle West that it is better 
to support him against a reactionary Re- 
publican than to give him up as a bad job, 
run a candidate of their own, and risk let- 
ting the Republican in. 

Now the Middle West produces a curiously 
conservative kind of radical. The tradition 
is one not so much of change as of resis- 
tance to change—of resistance to the en- 
croachment of “Wall Street,” of the wealthy 
“interests” of the Eastern states, on the 
economic life of the “piain people,” and 
especially the farmers, of. the West. The 
traditional bogies are the great financial 
corporations, and above all the “Power 
Trust,” the financial groups which, largely 
through holding companies, dominate the 
supply of light and heating. 

In his tax proposals, and in his so-far- 
unsuccessful attack on the holding com- 
panies, the President is appealing to the 
most deeply ingrained instincts of these 
radicals. The tax proposals are not of first- 
class fiscal importance. They will not bring 
in great sums in revenue; they will go very 
little of the way toward that “redistribution 
of wealth” which Senator Huey Long de- 
mands more loudly than explicitly. But they 
will have the effect of breaking up the huge 
accumulations of wealth which have been 
characteristic of American economic life 
during the last generation and which the 
radicals abhor. 

The Rayburn bill, again, was not a revo- 
lutionary measure, even in its more drastic 
form; it did not look toward public owner 
ship, or even public control, 6f gas and elec- 
tricity. But it did aim at breaking up the 
holding companies, the embodiment of the 
“Power Trust,” the radicals’ peculiar bogy. 

* . o 

President Roosevelt, in short, is trying to 
make it as easy as possible for the old- 
fashioned radicals to follow the line of less 
resistance and support his re-election by 
showing his zeal for just those causes which 
their canstituents have learned to embrace. 
His defeat in the House of Representatives 
on the Rayburn bill is an embarrassment, 
but a temporary one. It was probably due 
to the desertion of professional Democratic 
politicians from the South, who are thinking 
at the moment more of their election ex- 
penses in the campaign for renomination 
than of the final contest. There is time 
enough to reconcile them 

The President's immediate concern is to 
avert a strong third candidate. If he can 
do that, he will face the Republicans and 
the Supreme Court with confidence.

Succumbs at His Home

J. Harry Rehme, president of the 
Cass Bank & Trust Co., and presi- 
dent of the Associated Bankers of 
St. Louis, died at 7:40 a. m. today 
at his home, 12 Lake Forest, of a 
heart attack. He was 42 years old, 
and had been at the bank yester- 
day, though not in the best of 
health for the last two weeks. 


Mr. Rehme was born in St. Louis, 
the son of Henry R. Rehme, and 
was educated in St. Anthony’s par- 
ish school and SS. Peter and Paul's 
High School. He was an assistant 
national bank examiner, then 
cashier of the Gravois Bank, from 
which he went to the Cass Bank 
& Trust Co., of which he became 
vice-president, then president. 

He was treasurer of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Society, member of 
the city and State relief bodies, and 
a member of the Governor’s honor- 
ary staff. 

He was one of a syndicate which 
bought the Cemtral Brewery, East 
St. Louis. 

Mr. Rehme is survived by 
wife, Mrs. Vincentia Scheele 
Rehme; a daughter, Eunice, 18, and 
two sons, Harry, 15, and Roy, 10. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Rehme; three brothers, Joseph L.,

Washington experts expect 
whole flock of special sessions of 
State legislatures next fall and win- 
ter. 

Reason for this unwonted activ- 
ity is to enable the states to take 
advantage of the Federal subsidies 
for old-age pensions and unemploy- 
ment insurance authorized in the 
Social Security Act. 

Under this law, states whose old- 
age pension systems meet certain 
requirements will be paid a month- 
ly $15-per-person subsidy by the 
Treasury. Thirty-five states have 
old-age pension acts, but less than 
half come up to Federal standards. 

In the unemployment insurance 
sphere, changes in state laws will be 
necessary in all but six states— 
Wisconsin, New York, Utah, Cali- 
fornia, Washington and New Hamp- 
shire. These changes are to enable 
employers to make full use of the 
Federal statute that grants them a 
90 per cent payroll tax exemption if 
they set up unemployment insur- 
ance funds. 

A majority of the states also will 
have to adopt laws to make oper- 
ative for their citizens the blind- 
aid, mothers’ pensions and mater- 
nity-infancy features of the Social 
Security Act.

Dr. Cornelius Van Zwcaienburg 
Developer of New Treatment 
for Prostration Cases.

RIVERSIDE, Cal., July 25. — Dr. 


Cornelius Van » Zwalenburg, phy- 
sician who developed the saline 
treatment for heat prostration, 
died Tuesday night, after suffering 
a heart attack.

ON LOT FOR EXPRESS HIGHWAY 


Attorney for Owners Says Property 
Is Worth $22,000; Complains 
of Partial Report. 

A partial report filed by the Per- 
manent Condemnation Commission 
with Circuit Judge Hartmann yes- 
terday fixed damages for acquisi- 
tion by the city of a lot at the 
northeast corner of Taylor avenue 
and West Papin street for the ex- 
press highway at $11,290.

SIX CHICAGO BROKERAGE FIRMS 
ACCUSED OF STOCK SWINDLE 


Federal Attorney Makes Charge 
After Officers of McCormick 
& Co. Refuse to Testify. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 25.—Dealings of 
six brokerage houses under inves- 
tigation by the Federal Securities 
and Exchange Commission were 
called a “gigantic interstate stock 
swindle” by John L. Flynn, attorney 
for the commission, yesterday fol- 
lowing refusal of officers of Mc- 
Cormick & Co., one of the firms 
under investigation, to testify con- 
cerning the alleged operation of a 
rigged market for Stutz Motor Car 
Co. and other stocks. 

“Counsel for the McCormicks has 
come in here attempting to ob 
struct justice,” Flynn said. “This 
we will not tolerate, but will pursue 
our investigation until every perti- 
nent fact has been brought out.” 

W. E. G. Watson, a Minneapolis 
attorney, representing Martin F. 
McCormick and other members of 
the firm, read a formal state- 
ment, in which he said he had ad- 
vised his clients not to testify be- 
fore the commission’s hearing be- 
cause he believed it was so con- 
ducted as to be in violation of his 
clients’ constitutional rights. Com- 
mission investigators charged at 
the hearing that the brokerage 
firms sold many times the amount 
of Stutz stock actually available on 
a partial payment plan. 

In addition to McCormick & Co., 
commission investigators said Ken- 
yon & Co., Kopald, Quiin & Co., H. 
J. Levitt & Co. of Philadelphia, L. 
L. Harr & Co., Gould & Co., and 
J. J. Burke & Co., participated in 
sales of Stutz stock. Federal offi- 
cials estimated that losses of in- 
vestors through the stock transac- 
tions were more than $800,000.

URGE MILK REGULATION 


Inspector Recommended After 
CCC Officials Turn to Use of 
Condensed Product. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., July 25.— 
Twenty Butler County dairymen 
and eight distributors last night 
urged the City Council to adopt 
regulations for milk supply in this 
county, in accordance with the 
State Board of Health requirements 
after a conference with Frank Fee, 


State Dairy Inspector. 

Action came after CCC camp of- 
ficials in this part of the State de- 
oided to use condensed milk instead 


of milk produced locally, which the 
officials contended would not meet 
United States Army requirements 
governing CCC camps. Passage of 
a milk ordinance by the Council 
and appointment of a city dairy in- 
spector was recommended by the 
dairymen, and Mayor J. C. Allen 
ordered an investigation with possi- 
bility that such an ordinance will 
be adopted as soon as possible. 

Several dairymen have com- 
plained that action of the Army of- 
ficials in black-listing Butler Coun- 
ty milk on health or sanitation rea- 
sons, was unfair. Some producers 
supplying the retail trade have ob- 
served the rules for year, contends 
J. W. James, county farm agent, 
but they are penalized by the fact 
that the Army order made no ex- 
ceptions.

on Basing Assessment on 
Rate Valuation.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2 
The St. Louis County Gas Co, 
Union Electric affiliate, 
resisting the attempt of County As- 
sessor Neaf to base its tax assess- 


ment on its rate-making valuation, 
yesterday obtained a temporary in-/ 


junction in Cole County Circuit 
Court, against the State Tax Com- 
mission. The writ -enjoins the 
commission from holding any hear- 
ing on valuation and assessment of 
the gas company’s personal prop- 
erty in St. Louis County. The com- 
pany is seeking a permanent in- 
junction. 


Assessor Neaf fixed the gas com- 
pany’s assessment, for 1935 taxes, as | 


$3,480,650 for personal property. He 
based this on a valuation of $4,990,- 
297, made by the company in its 
return to the Public Service Com- 
mission, for rate-making purposes. 

The gas company appealed to the 
County Board of Equalization, 
which on March 18 cut the per- 
sonal property assessment to $421- 
000. Neaf, being a member of the 
Board of Equalization, could not 
appeal from its assessment, but a 
taxpayer could do so. “The tem- 
porary injunction, however, will de- 
lay the hearing of any appeal which 
may come from a taxpayer. ©

Adopt Ordinance Totaling $272,633; 
Only $194 Less Than Antic- 
ipated Income. 

University City’s appropriation or- 
dinance for the year ending next 
June 30 was adopted last night 
the Board of Aldermen. It tot 
$272,633, an increase of $24,106 over 


the actual expenditures of the p 
fiscal year, and $194 less than this 
year’s anticipated income. 

Mayor David L. Millar said that 
the anticipated increase in revenue, 
which will provide for the addition- 
al proposed expenditure of $24,106, 
is the result of savings in a refi- 
nancing of the City Hall mortgage, 
higher revenues from building, 
liquor and automobile fees, and pay- 
ment of delinquent taxes. During 
the last fiscal year the city oper- 
ated $2000 under its budget. 

In increase ig anticipated in the 
city tax rate, or in assessments of 
real or personal property, Millar 
said. The proposed increased ex-

Their invitation to do so is 
almost automatic. 

The cry of “Author! Author!” is 
almost invariably heard somewhere 


written by a man whose name—lI 
am not likely to forget it-—-was 
Orestes U. Bean. On that occa- 
sion the time-honored outcry was 
varied by a drunken, but, as _ it 
seems to me, discerning first-night- 
er in the first row. He could be 
heard murmuring, “Ether, ether!” 

The folly of these playwrights in 
letting their haggard, clay-checked 
faces be seen is only accentuated 
by the fact that they almost never 
make a speech they can remember 
with comfort the next morning. 

Of course, few playwrights can 
hope to be as nimble-witted as Mr. 
Shaw, who, when hauled into just 
such a curtain-speech, was inter- 
rupted by a bellicose voice from 
the gallery, saying: 

“Shut up, Shaw; your play is rot- 
ten.” 

“You and I know that,” he re- 
plied, “but who are we among so 
many?” 

Now and again it does fall to 
the lot of a playwright to be of 
some use on a first-night. In such 
an emergency every dramatist 
must pray for the quick-wittedness 
and profound wisdom of Arthur 
Pinero. I have in mind the first 
London performance, now some 40 
years ago, of a play of his which 
has since become a semi-classic. 

But on this night it was new. 
For the leading role of the Sec- 
ond Mrs. Tanqueray' they had 
selected, in desperation and at the 
last moment, an unknown actress 
from the provinces. She was beau- 
tiful, gifted, fascinating. But she 
was an amateur. Her name was 
Mrs, Patrick Campbell. In the 
rehearsals she was brilliant, but 
all concerned were sick with anx-

Vion- 
net introduced it last season much 
to the surprise of contemporaries 
who now are giving it their in- 
dorsement. Its association with 
dowager modes has always retard- 
ed its promotion so the designers 
of the modern version have decid- 
ed to give it the name of choker 
or neckband.

Everywhere there is evidence 
that a bit of massive jewelry is 
the badge of smartness, and that 
the older it looks, the more pop- 
ular it becomes. There are gold 
diadems for the hair, jeweled but- 
tons on gloves, gold handbaz 
frames, and many other reminders 
of the old court days when ele- 
gance ruled in fashions.

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The Work of the 
Federal Agents in 
Combating Crime 
—The Truth About 
Scotland Yard. 


CHAPTER TEN. 


F Scotland Yara came to Ameri- 
| ca in full control of law enforce- 

ment, this entire country would 
run so wild with lawbreaking that 
the poor gentlemen from London 
probably would jump in the ocean 
through sheer frustration. Scotland 
Yard, as we believe we know it, 
doesn't exist. 

With all deference to a fine old 
police institution, Scotland Yard 
would no more. know how to cap- 
ture a John Dillinger than it could 
recite the Koran. This statement 
necessitates presenting a true pic- 
ture of this arm of English law en- 
forcement. 

Scotland Yard is the Municipal 
Police Force of the City of London 
and nothing more. Of its 19,769 of- 
ficers, approximately 1000 are de- 
tectives, operating wholly within 
the city limits of London, The vari- 
ous fiction stories which depict the 
investigators of Scotland Yard as 
flying here, there and the other 
place about the British Isles in the 
pursuit of criminals are merely s0 
much bosh. 

A member of Scotland Yard can- 
not leave London to investigate a 
case in some other part of England 
unless the assistance of the Yard 
has been specifically requested by 
the local Chief Constable. The 
crimes with which Scotland Yard 
must cope are far less serious than 
those of any large American city. 
Most of the infractions investigated 
are those against property. Fully a 
third of these represent petty theft. 
Other forms cf larceny, such as em- 
bezzlement, obtaining goods by false 
pretenses and like offenses, ac- 
count for another third, and the 
bulk of the remaining are house- 
breaking and shop-breaking of- 
fenses. Fully 99 per cent of these 
are committed by unarmed persons 
who are arrested by unarmed po- 
licemen and detectives, who in most 
instances need only command the 
subject to surrender, whereupon 
there is abject obedience. 


For thc first time, Scotland Yard 
is using men with a university de- 
gree. The new class of 60 is com- 
posed of sergeants and constables 
who are already on the force, plus 
20 recruits between 20 and 26, who 
are college graduates. With the ex- 
ception of this score cf recruits, 
Scotland Yard’s personnel need only 
know how to read, and write with 
reasonable proficiency from dicta- 
tion, be generally intelligent, pos- 
sess a strong constitution and have 
some knowledge of ‘arithmetic. The 
majority of Special Agents in the 
Bureau of Investigation have a 
college background. 

There is only now getting under 
way in London a Crime Laboratory, 
such as is in use at the Bureau of 
Investigation. Until last year the 
English police system has had no 
laboraiories, and has called in 
scientists only when othcr means of 
detection have failed. 


The fingerprint file is compara- 
tively small as compared to that of 
the Identification Unit. There is 
no single fingerprint file, such as 
that of the Ten Thousand, A great 
amount of jealousy exists between 
Scotland Yard and the 186 other 
municipal police forces throughout 
England and Wales. The Bureau of 
Investigation works almost’ con- 
stantly with the various police 
forces of America and is eager to 
co-operate even more extensively. 


It all sums up into the fact that 
what America needs is not a Scot- 
land Yard but a power like that 
which rests behind Scotland Yard, 
a freedom from political pressure, 
courts which dispense justice in- 
stead of pandering to the tricks and 
gags of charlatan attorneys plus 
prisons which keep the criminal 
thore after they get him. Ameri- 
can inefficiency in this respect is 
almost unbelievable. The tangled 
technicalities and repeated _in- 
stances of clemency in the case of

William Donald Mayer form an ex- 
cellent example of clemency of the 
carefree manner in which some 
dangerous criminals romp, yeal 
after year, through the loopholes 
of our judicial and penal systems. 
Shoebox Annie French, who car- 
ried her bootleg product im that 
kind of a package, teethed her vat- 
like son, Donald Mayer, in crime 
by writing fictitious checks and al- 
lowing him to take the blame. Evi- 
dently he was a good student; he 
soon graduated to burglary, for 
which he was ~cnt in 1912, as C. 
D. Montaine, to the Whittier Re- 
form School in California. In 
1917, under the alias of C. C. Skid- 
more, he was convicted of stealing 
an automobile in Bozeman, Mon- 
tana, and sentenced to serve from 
four and a half to nine years in 
the Montana State Prison. 
Mother’s tears are effective weap- 
ons before a parole board. In Auz- 
ust of 1920, three years after his 
sentence, William Donald Mayer 
was free again and returned to his 
dea: mother, now living on East 
Commercial avenue in Anaconda, 


Mont. 
S the Montana city, Mayer met a 
man named Ole Larson. To- 
gether they sold some oil stocks 
and were otherwise associated. One 
day Mayer learned that Larson had 
a draft for $750. The cadaverous 
Mayer invited his friend out to his 
mother’s house to have a nice, 
home-cooked meal. He never was 
seen again. A few days later, Shoe- 
box Annie French forged the mame 
of Larson to the $750 draft and 
cashed it. 

Mayer anc his mother continued 
to live in the house on East Com- 
mercial avenue. After a time, the 
lanky son heard that his Texas 
paramcour, who had married, pos- 
sessed some money. He went to see 
her. Mayer induced her to come to 
his home and visit Shoebox Annie. 
Again the door of the house on East 
Commercial avenue opened and 
closed. Again a human being disap- 
peared. 

During the investigations which 
followed, the police of Anaconda 
and Butte police worked on the 
theory that bcth Larson and the 
Seattle woman had teen slain, their 
bodies chopped up and the flesh de- 
stroyed by acid, while the bones 
had been burned or buried. They 
could not prove it. 

During al! this time, Shoehox An- 
nie and her son were driving an

eutomobile which they had stolen 
in Salt Lake City during a trip 
wiich they had taken following tne 
disappearance of Ole Larson. Final- 
ly they sold the car to a citizen of 
Anaconda fo $385 and cisanpeared, 
The purchaser later toox. the car 
to a garage for repairs, where it 
was noted that the engine numbers 
had been altered, indicating that 
the car nad been involved in a 
theft. A long investigation  fol- 
lowed, into which special agents of 
the Bureau of Investigation were 
called. Through restoration of the 
original motor numbers, plus fur- 
ther identification, they proved the 
car to belong to Mrs. E. V. Fritz 
of Salt Lake City. 

This theft and interstate trans- 
portation violated the National 
Motor Vehicle Theft Act. Special 
agents started on the trail of May- 
er. At last they learned he was 
living in Pocatello, Idaho. 

It was night when they arrived. 
The cadaverous Mayer was leaving 
the house. In one hand he carried 
a rifle and in the other a black 
bag containing stolen automobile 
plates, keys for every make of car, 
wire cutters for snipping ignition 
connections and other accessories 
of theft. He was arrested and tak- 
en to police headquarters, but as 
he stepped from the wagon at the 
station, he suddenly whirled and be- 
gan to run, Police guns blazed in 
an effort to halt him, but the pris- 
oner swung around a corner and 
disappeared in the darkness. 

Again they hurried to the Mayer 
home, Upon opening the garage 
door, their flashlights revealed 
Mayer himself, crumped on _ the 
floor and bleeding profusely; police 
bullets had taken effect in a shoul- 
der and forearm. The wounded 
man had come back to the garage, 
removed the Utah license plates 
from a stolen car and had attempted 
to alter the engine numbers before 
his strength had failed. A search 
of the house showed much whisky, 
so Annie was placed in the local 
jail for bootlegging. 

Now Mayer was in the hospital 
with a detective by his bedside, 
Tom Roan of the Pocatello force. 
He decided to attempt a ruse. 

“Listen, Mayer,” he asked confi- 
dentiallv, “do you know they've 
found the bones of that woman you 
murdered ?”’ 

The wounded man turned white. 
According to Roan, he begged for 
aid in an escape and offered a 
bribe. 

The same sort of story was told 
to Shoebox Annie in the local jail. 
She received it calmly and with de- 
nials. But that night, according to 
the matron, she awakened, scream- 
ing: 

“Oh, Donald, 


Donald, they've 


found it—they’ve found it!” 

None of that, however, was to go 
into evidence. Mayer himself did 
much to obviate a trial for murder. 
He offered a trade; he would go 
back to Utah voluntarily and plead 
guilty to a charge of stealing the 
car which had been found in his 
garage. Mayer’s maximum sentence 
of a decade in the Utah State peni- 
tentiary lasted exactly three years. 
Then he was paroled. 

At this time, 1923, the bones of 
an unidentified woman were found 
in Montana and the police made 
an effort to identify them as the 
skeleton of the missing Texas par- 
amour. Mayer did not wait to hear 
that the police failed in this at- 
tempt. He was alleged to have 
stolen an engine belonging to his 
father-in-law, inveigled a 14-year- 
old boy into forging a note, sold the 
engine and discounted the note. 
Then he left the state. The police 
of Steamboat Springs, Colo,, arrest- 
ed him on this charge, only to find 
that a local complaint was also 
lodged against Mr. Mayer. It seems 
that he had stolen a quantity of 
furniture in Colorado. 

So again Mayer was tried and 
again he was sentenced to prison, 
the Colorado State penitentiary at 
Canon City. Again he was paroled, 
this time to the Idaho authorities, 
who intended to take him back to 
answer the charges in Oxford. 
However, for the night, he was 
lodged in the local jail. 

It was Hallowe’en, so William 
Donald Mayer felt prankish. He 
pooled his exuberant spirits with 
those of several inmates, and all 
engaged in the diversion of sawing 
the bars of their cells. Once free 
from their cells, the escaping men 
lived true to the Hallowe'en tradi- 
tion of wrapping themselves in 
sheets and prancing out of prison. 
In January of the following year, 
Mayer was arrested in Kansas and 
returned to Pocatello to _ face 
charges preferred by his father-in- 
law. The jury lived up to the fin- 
ist traditions of such bodies. It 
acquitted him. 

Not long after this, the Bureau 
of Investigation again entered the 
life of Mayor. Special agents 
brought a White Slave charge 
against him. For this he drew 
three years in Leavenworth. Qut 
of prison, the dutiful son went back 
to his mother, who was living in

| gene Bassett, a young Maryland 
naval officer, arrived in Seattle 
in a blue Chrysler roadster. He re- 
cently had been appointed secre- 
tary to an American Admiral in 
Manila and naturally desired to

Philippines. A potential purchaser 
appeared quickly. He was William 
Donald Mayer, this time under the 
name of De Casto Earl Mayer. He 
offered $1600 for the car, provided 
the officer would drive it to the 
home of Mayer's “aunt,” a _ short 
distance out of Seattle, so that she 
might inspect it. 

The ship sailed for the Philip- 
pines with one cabin empty. James 
Eugene Bassett had disappeared. 
His body was never found. A week 
later, a policeman in Oakland, Cal., 
saw a blue Chrysler roadster ap- 
proaching and flagged it to stop. 
The occupants were William Don- 
ald Mayer and his mother; they 
were taken to headquarters, where 
they denied any knowledge of the 
missing naval officer. However, 
they not only had Bassett’s car, 
but they had his wrist watch, his 
cuff links and a pocketbook. Also 
in the car were a rifle equipped 
with a silencer, shells with part of 
the charge removed, so that less 
noise would result from their ex- 
plosion, a gas gun, chloroform and 
a pair of tongs suitable for break- 
ing bones. Again, however, a mur- 
der charge failed. There was no 
corpus delicti. Mother andd = son 
were removed to Seattle; where 
they were tried for the theft of 
Bassett’s property. 

Only one thing prevented Mayer 
from serving a short sentence and 
again being free to murder and 
steal. The State of Washington has 
a habitual criminal law providing 
for life imprisonment after convic- 
tion of three. felonies. Mayer, 
therefore, was sentenced to life in 
Walla Walla penitentiary, while his 
mother was tucked briefly away 
for an indeterminate sentence of 
from five to 10 years. 

The files of the Bureau of Inves- 
tigation show that William Donald 
Mayer, from the time of his first 
offense under tutelage of his moth- 
er to the time he was put away as 
a habitual criminal, had been in- 
carcerated in eight different penal 
institutions in California, Washing- 
ton, Montana, Utah, Colorado, Kan- 
sas, Idaho and Oregon. In addition 
to the three missing persons men- 


tioned, an equal number of others | 
disappeared after they had been | 


seen in his company. 


The sentence to life imprisonment | 


was not for the major crimes he 
was supposed to have committed. 
It was for three thefts of automo- 
biles, a poor makeshift indeed. A 
thousand Scotland Yards could 
have functioned no more efficiently 
than the police of various cities and 
the Bureau of Investigation in vari- 
ous chases of William - Donald 
Mayer.

It seems to me that 
instead of putting all the power of 
our intelligence and time and money 
into the truancy departments of 
our schools throughout the land, it 
would be better to make the schools 
gufficiently attractive to these 
young people to make them want 
to attend. 

Would you invite about twice as 
many guests as you had room and 
service for to dinner? Would you 
invite them and make no provision 
for their. entertainment? Insist 
that they come, compel them to 
come, but offer them nothing ex- 
cept the bare bones of a meal, a 
makeshift chair and a hostile greet- 
ing: “You've got to stay here?” 

You would not. But that is pre- 
cisely what many a community is 
doing today. Conscience, social ex- 
pediency even, forces us to gather 
in the young men and women and 
make an attempt to keep them 
growing in mind as well as body, in 
character as well as stature. But 
nothing forces us to provide for 
them once they appear in the 
schools. 

There is no money, says one in 
authority, and that seems to settle 
that, but the truant officer does not 
know anything has been settled 
and keeps on chasing young people 
about the town, hounding distract- 
ed parents, making work for the 
clerks and the courts. If a depart- 

ment of the community was engaged 
in policing its citizens and doing 
else you would begin to 
think that something was wrong. 
Well, something is. These young 
‘people need activities that have an 
appeal to such maturity as they 
have reached. It is idle to offer 
them book lessons they feel no 
need of studying. We must begin 
with their present interests and 
work on from there. 

It is true we need more money. 
It is also true that we can make 
better use of what we have. We 
need to let go of certain traditional 
ideas-and adopt those that the pres- 
ent day demands. These boys and 
girls need to have a course of study 
adapted to their stage of growth. 
They need opportunity for choice 
in the subjects offered. They need 
and must have the discipline of a 
well routined day within the scheme 
of these activities. 

We need money. But we need 
above all else intelligent thought 
and administration in our schools. 
Otherwise we give unusual exercise 
to the truancy squad. I do hate to 

spend time and energy and money 
that way.
